Claim 1 (cMriginal): A method of recording an encoded bit strtam* said encoded bit str^mt 
representing a pluialily of video objects comprising a sequence of cells together constituting a 
part of an MPEG2 Program Stream, on a disc like record carrier^ such as an optical disc, said 
method comprising: 

recording a conecticn of contiguously aiianged video objects in a video object 
storage area of said disc, 

recording management information in a management information area of said disc 
for storing information about recorded video objects, wherein 

said collection is partitioned into adjacent recordings that represent playable titles 

characterized by, 

dcfmitig a playable tide as a playback sequence of all complete cells or a subset of 
complete cells of a recording in die order of allocatioa within die video object storage area on the 
disc, and 

generating a title list of titles sorted in the order of arrangement within die video 
object area on the disc. 

Claim 2 (original): A method according to Claim 1 , characterized by defining a free space title 
that represent free space within the video object area and including the free space title in the title 
list. 

Claim 3 (original): A method according tu Claim 2, characterized by blocking free space titles 
for playback. 

Claim 4 (original): A method according to Claim 3, characterized by converting a deleted title to 
a tree space title. 

Claim S (original): A method according to Claim 4, characterized by goierating a title menu 
listing the titles in the same order as in the title table for allowing user access to the titles. 
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Claim 6 (original): A iccordiog apparatus for reconling an encoded 
plurality of video objects comprising a sequence of cells together constitutiDg a part of an 
MPEG2 Program Stream, on a disc like record carrier, such as an optical disc> the recording 
q>paratus comprises: 

rocotding means for recording a coHectioTi of contiguously arranged video objects 
in a video objct storage area of said disc and for recording management mformation in a 
manageixteal infonnation area of said disc for storing intbrmation about recorded video objects, 
wherein said coUection is partitioned into adjacent recordings that represent playable titles, 

characterized in that^ Ihc recording apparatus comprises: 

system control means adapted to define a playable title as a playback sequence of 
all complete cells or a subset of complete cells of a recording in the order of allocation within the 
video object storage area on the disc and to generate a title list of titles sorted in the order of 
arrangement within the video object area on the disc. 

Clahn 7 (original): A recording apparatus according to Claim 6, characterized in that, the system 
control means are adapted to define a free space title that represents free space within the video 
object area and including the free space title in the title list. 

Claim 8 (original): A recording apparatus according to Claim 7, characterized in that, the system 
control mesins are adapted to block free space titles for playback. 

Claim 0 (original): A recording apparatus according to Claim 8, characterized in that, the system 
control means are adapted to convert a deleted title to a fiee space title. 

Claim 10 (original): A recording apparatus according to Claim 9, characterized hi that, the 
system control means arc adapted to generate a title menu listing the titles in the same order as in 
the title table for allowing user access to the titles and the recording means comprises oiitput 
means for displaying the title menu. 

Claim 1 1 (previously presented): A method according to Claim 1 , wherein generating the title 
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list of tWes further comprises generating titles for both the playback sequence of aU complete 
cells and the subset of complete ce11$. 

Claim 12 (previously presented): A method according to Claim 1 1, wherein generating Ihe title 
list of titles fiirther conq>rises: 

defining a free space title tfiat represent free space within the video object area 

and including the fiee space title in the title list; 

deleting at lea^ one of the playback sequence of all complete cells and converting 
the deleted sequence into the fiee space title; and 

wherein the fi«e space title representing the deleted sequence includes ihc title for 

the subset of complete cells. 

Claim 13 (previously presented): A metiiod according to Claim 12, v^rhcrein generating the title 

list of titles further comprises: 

deleting multiple ones of the playback sequence of all complete cells; and 
converting all of the deleted <m.% of the playback sequences and the respective 

subsets of complete cells into a single fi?ee space title. 

Claim 14 (previously presented): A recording apparatus according to Claim 6, wherein the 
system control means further generate the title list of titles for b<Hh the playback sequence of aU 
complete cells and the subset of complete cells* 

system control means adapted to define a playable title as a playback sequence of 
all complete cells or a subset of complete cells of a recording in the order of allocation vrithin the 
video object storage area on the disc and to generate a title list of titles sorted in the order of 
arrangement within the video object area on the disc. 

Claim 15 (previously presented): A recording apparams accordmg to Claim 14, wherein the 
system control means generates a tree space title representing free space widiin the video object 
area and including the free space title m the title list, deletes at least one of the playback 
sequence of all ccwnpletc cells and converting the deleted sequence into the free space title, and 
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wherein the free space title rcpresentiDg the deleted sequence inclades die title for tiie subset of 
complete cells. 

Claim 16 (previously presented): A recording apparatus according to Claim 15, wherein the 
system control means deletes multiple ones of the playback sequence of all complete cells^ and 
converts all of the deleted ones of the playback sequences and the respective subsets of complete 
cells into a single free space title. 

Gaim 1 7 (ju^vionsiy presented): A recording apparatus for receding an encoded bit stream, 
T^resenting a plurality of video objects comprising a !;equence of cells together constituting a 
part of an MPEG2 Program Stream, on an optical disc, comprising: 

a recorder capable of recording a collection of video objects in a video object 
storage area of said disc and for recording management information in a management 
information area of said disc for storing information about recorded video objects^ wherein said 
collection is partitioned into adjacent recordings that represent playable titles; and 

a controller adapted to define a playable title as a playback seqttence of all 
complete cells or a subset of complete cells of a recordmg in die order of allocation whhin the 
video object storage area on the disc and to generate a title list of titles sorted in the oitler of 
arrangement within the video object area on the disc, wherein each of the playback sequence of 
all complete cells and each of the subset of complete cells have their own tide. 

Claim 18 (previously presented): A recording apparatus according to Claim 17, charactcriTed in 
that, the controller is adapted to dcfme a fiee space title that represents free spaw within the 
video object area and including the free space title in the title list. 

Claim 19 (previously presented): A recording apparatus according to Claim 1 7, characterized m 
that, the controller is adapted to block free space titles for playback. 

Claim 20 (prevk>usly presented): A reoordiftg apparatus according to Claim 17, characterized in 
that, the controller is adapted to convert a deleted title to a free space title. 
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
